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THE POLICE AND THE LAW. 

The original responsibility for the kill- 
ing of young Jackson by ED A®EARN in 
the fight at the Daly place rests upon the 
police authorities, not on the patrolmen 
so much as the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners and the Chief. 

The Chief’s own statement that the so- 
called fights described by the newspapers 
have not been worth prevention or in- 
vestigation because they have been mere 
sparring exhibitions is a confession of 
gross ignorance of the law of the State. 
There is a law on the statute book forbid- 
ding sparring or boxing exhibitions, and 
rendering the principals, aiders and 
abettors, and proprietors of the 
places where they take place, liable 
to punishment for misdemeanor. This 
statute has been used time and again to 
prevent exhibitions by visiting pugilists. 
The Chief, therefore, frankly admits that 
the police have consented to constant 
violations of the law in slugging saloons 
by local pugilists. , 

The excuse that the police cannot learn 
when mills are to take place will not hold 
fora moment. They haye the best means 
of obtaining such information. The 
patrolmen have admittance to all these 
resorts and there is reason to believe that 
they have used the privilege freely. 
They can put a stop to every boxing 
exhibition and arrest the proprietor of the 
place and all connected with it. They 
can close the slugging saloons if they 
choose to do so, An order from the board 
would have settled the matter at any 
time. 

In New York, where boxing exhibitions 
are permitted, they are regulated by the 
police. A patrolman or police captain is 
invariably present on such occasions and 
interferes when he thinks the contest is 
becoming serious. If harmless sparring 
exhibitions or friendly set-tos are to be 
permitted here, the police can compel the 
proprietors of fighting places or the par- 
ticipants in the matches to notify them of 
the events and have them conducted un- 
der police supervision. 

Had not the police authorities been stu- 
pidly ignorant of the law or grossly lax in 
enforcing it, the community would not 
have been shocked by the brutal murder 
of Tuesday morning. The people of this 
city have had enough of that kind of con- 
duct.

COMMITTEE REPORTS. 

The reports of the chairmen of the sub- 
committees was of the most en- 
couraging nature.

The Alton Road Said to Be After the M, 
: K. & T. 


CHICAGO, III., September 19.—A morning pa- 
per says: ‘‘Vice-President McMullin of the 
Alton road has gone to New York, and while 
it is given out at his office in this city that only 
private business engages his attention in the 


East, hints are thrown out in other 
quarters that there is a scheme of 
a good deal of importance back of 


McMullin’s frequent visits to New York. It is 
alleged that McMullin, on behalf of the Alton 
road, is figuring on an alliance amounting to 
a practical purchase of the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas road. This property is now in the 
hands of receivers, and a scheme is being 
discussed among the bondholders to scale 
down the rate of interest on the bonds. 
It is understood that the Alton would 


be willing to take the road and operate it 
with a guarantee of interest and something 
more ifthe bondholders will consent to scale 
their rate ot interest to about 4½ to 5 per cent. 
In view of the fact thatthe M., K. & T. has 
been running heavily bebind its interest 
charges for several years, it is 
considered not improbable that some coom- 
promise may be made. President Blackstone, 
of the Alton, bus been abroad for several 
moaths and it is reported has had several 
conferences with the Dutch bondholders, whe 
own the controlling interest in the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas road. A further reason for 
believing that negotiations of this kind are 
is the fact that the Atchi- 
Island and other trans- 
Missouri roads refuse to divide 
their business with the Alton at 
the Missouri River, and that the Alton finds 
itself in a position where it must either 
secure for itself lines west of the Missouri 
River or engage in a disastrous war. It Is 
therefore believed that the Alton would 
prefer 1 solution of the existing 
situation offered by the purchase of the con- 
trol of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas road. 


A Raliroad Sold, 


CINCINNATI, O., September 19.—The post- 
poned judicial sale on foreclosure of the Oin- 
cinnati, Washington & Baltimore Railroad 
was held to-day, and the road was sold to E, 
R. Bacon for $5,000,000. Mr. Bacon repre- 
sents the bondholders and stockholders in 
this country and in England. 

The sale is the result of an agreement prac- 
tically between the bondbolders and stock- 
holders of the old company, so that it really 
goes back to them from the receivers for re-

LIVELY AS A CRICKET. 


HENRY A IVES AND HIS COUNSEL CONFI- 
DENT OF ACQUITTAL. 


The Sudden Close of the Prosecution In- 
spires the Defendant With Hopes of Get- 
ting Clear— What Ives Expects to Prove— 
Woodruff Severely Scorched—Important 
Witnesses for the Defense, 


NEw Tonk, September 19.—The unexpected 
change of front by the District Attorney in 
the Ives case yesterday just before recess by 
announcing that the prosecution had closed 
has given a new lease of life to Ives, while his 


counsel is jubilant, and to-day went 
to work like a lawyer whose 
client is about to step out 


of the halls of justice a free man. For the first 
time since the trial began everybody was late 
this morning. It was precisely 20 minutes 
past II o’clock when Lawyer Brooke got him- 
self together and proceeded to adaress the 
jury. Mr. Brooke abandoned the usual lead- 
ing up preliminary address to a jury and 


went at his work from the start. He coun- 
seled the twelve men in whose hands the case 
of Ives is that the only question before them 
for their decision was whether or not op the 
2ist of June, 1886, his client, 
had issued or caused to de 
000 of fraudulent stock of the C. 
H. &D. Railroad. Then Mr. Brookejessayed t 
tear to pieces the testimony given by ood- 
ruff. Step by step and word by word he at- 
attacked it and told the court and jury that if 
Woodruff’s — 1 was unworthy of belief, 
then they must acquit the prisoner. 
WHAT THE DEFENSE WILL PROVE. 

Counsel would, later on, prove to the satis- 
faction of the jury thaton that very memor- 
able and eventful Sunday, when this grave 
sin was committed, neither Ives, Staynor nor 
Woodruff had breakfast in Brooklyn, but 
that, on the contrary 8 went first 
to the Equitable Buliding n this city 
and then had breakfast in an adjacent 
restaurant. Counsel passed in scathing terms 
upon the difference in Woodruff’s testimony 
while on his direct examination and cross- 
examination. All through the former Wood- 
ruff could remember almost everything after 
a most charming fashion. But what a change! 
Just as soon as the cross-examination 
began, lo, the informer’s memory became a 
blank. This the jury knew to their entire 
satisfaction, forthey themselves on several 
occasions tried to get some information but 
were as unsuccessful as counsel. Both got noth- 


ing. Mr. Brooke concluded is ad- 
dress at 12:30 o’clock, at which time 
the regular recess was taken. Ives 


was in his glory and made no attempt ito con- 
ceal his feelings.

rumor the promoters 
ot that enterprise had 
met with unexpected 
difficulties in raising 
money, which were 
so grave as to threaten 
the success ofthe enterprise. One story was 
to the effect that Charles Green, John Scui- 
lip and George A. Madill had visited 
the East and so represented matters 
to Drexel, Morgan & Co. that 
they refused to handle the bonds of the ele- 
vated road. This hostility was ascribed to 
rivalry on the part of Messrs. Green and Scul- 
lin, who feared competition with their sur- 
face roads. 


CONFLICTING RUMORS. 

It was stated that these gentlemen had 
brought letters from two we!! known bank 
presidents informing Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
that the road could not be a success, as the 
section of the city through which it ran had 


not sufficient population to supply a 
traffic large enough to meet fixed 
charges, not to speak of operating 


expenses, and that onthe strength of these 
representations, Drexel, Morgan & Oo. had 
refused to have anything to do with the 
bonds. 

Another rumor was to the effect that the 
attempt to raise money had fallen through 
because the promoters of the enterprise had 


placed the bonds at too high a figure, offering 
them on the basis of $650,000 to the mile, when 
the actual cost of construction did not exceed 
$200,000a mile. This, it was said, had made 
the Eastern capitalists shy of the 
enterprise and led to the practical 
abandonment of the attempt to raise money 
in the quarters where it was first sought. 
THE MONEY ASSURED. 

To ascertain the truth or falsity of these 
reports, a call was made at the office of the 
Scott brothers. John Scott was found in his 
office, and asked if Messrs Green and Scullin 
had succeeded inso representing matters as 


to stop the negotiations for placing the 
bonds. Most emphatically and de- 
cidedly they have not,’ said Mr. 
Scott. The money is all right, and 


will be forthcoming. Of that the citizens of 
St. Louis may be sure, and they may be 
equally sure that the road will be built. That 
is beyond all question now, and nothing can 
stop it.

„Did Mr. Taylor know that the paper in the 
hands ofthe New York® capitalists had been 
inspired by the gentlemen he saw on Wall 
streat?’’

On my return 
from the East, I was informed on excellent 
authority that Scullin had openly boasted

As to who 
the bank presidents were who made 
the unfavorable statements, I do not 


care to say, but any one who is familiar with 
the banking business can make a good guess 
at their identity.

I would have 
no reason to do 80, as none of the street car 
lines in which I 4m interested couid be in the 
least injured by the projected road. Not only 
did Ido nothing to embarrass the managers of 
the projected line, but wish that you 
would say as strongly as you can 
thatIam heartily in favor of the Elevated, 
and sincerely hope that it will be built. It 
willbe a great beneflt to the city and I hope 
and trust that it will succeed. 

„„It's all bosh, pure bosh,’’ said James 
Campbell when told ot the reports. There 
is nothing in it at all. Iam not interested in 
any ofthe Green or Scullin railroads, but I 
was inthe East with Mr. Scullin and Judge 
Madiliand knowthat neither did anything 
to — — the credit ot the Elevated. We were 
looking after the overhead wires, not elevated 
roads. As to the talk that any attack was in- 
spired by Mr. Scullin, I know that is not 
true. Oertainly he did nothing while in New 
Yor«, nor did Judge Madill. have heard it 
said that the legality of the charter of the El- 
evated road is questionable, as it is 
maintained that the city has ny right to give 
up the streets to anytbing but surface tracks, 
and that an act of the Legisiature is necessary, 
But this is mere hearsay. As to the other 
matter there is nothing whatever in it.

New Tonk, September 19.—Health Com 
missioner Griffin of Brookiyn was notified 
yesterday morning by Supt. Arnold 
of the Kings County Hospital, at Flat 
bush, that Isaac Elonen, a native of Finiand, 
had been sent to the hospital from the office 
of the Commissioner of Charities, apparently 
suffering from yellow fever. As soon as Dr. 
Arnold made the discovery he had the patient 


removed to the Small-pox Hospital 
and placed in a ward by himself. 
Elonen was a sailor on the steamship 
Aloma which arrived at this port on Monday 
from Oosta Rica. He had been sick the 
— part of the voyage. He came to 

rooklyn on Tuesday and becoming exhaust- 
ed in the street he was taken to the office of 
the Commissioner of Charities in Elm place, 
whence he wassentin an ambulance to the 
hospital. The ship Cairngorm, in which John 
Wood,a firéman, died, just outside Sandy 
Hook, on Saturday of yellow fever, is lying at 
the Empire stores at the foot of Harrison 
street. Commissioner Griffin wil not 
allow the cargo to be discharged un- 
til she is thoroughly fumigated, although 
she was fumigated at Quarantine. 
He has made a similar order in the case of the 
steamship Hondo from Jamaica which is lying 
at the North Oentral pier, Atiantic dock, as a 
suspielous case had been removed from the 
vessel at Quarantine.

The Brutal Attempt at Wife-Marder Made 
by Cyan“ Ryerson.

NEW York, September 19.—Cornelius Ryer- 
son, familiarly known as Cyan! Ryerson, 
shot his wife Rachel three times at his home 
at the corner of Gjircie avenue and North 
Third street, Paterson, N. J., yesterday aft- 
ernoon.

hold of bim end after a struggie got the pistol 
away from him. Throwing it to tne floor 
she hurried to the doorand sank exhausted. 
Ryersou followed her and walked past her.

LANCASTER, Pa., September 19.—A brilliant 
wedding solemnized in this city in the spring 
of 1872, is recalled by a lawsuit now pending 
which involves un In position on the courts of 
New York City andthe eventual ownership of 
mining property in Colorado tbat is expected 
to agaregate over a million dollars in value.
